FAST TRAINS. 



The fastest trains m the world are 
run on English , but the 

speed is never SO gn'at as some people 
imagine. "The Flying Dutchman " 
and "The Flying' Zulu." on the 
Great Western Railway, run between 
London and Hath at, the rate of liftv- 
three miles an hour. 

The (treat Northern trains between 
London and York maintain a speed of 
forty-eight miles an hour, and one of 
the trains of this road makes the dis- 
tance between London and Leeds, one 
hundred and oiglit y-si \ and one-half 
miles. in four hours and tive 

minntes. 

The quiokesl trains run in the 

United States are between New York 

and Philadelphia, some of them at- 
taining a speed of forty seven and two- 
third miles an hour. 

The tendency of railway managers 
is not toward special trains of ex- 
traordinary rapidity, however, though 

they are Increasing the average speed. 

The i make a 

speed of forty-seven miles an hour are 

etremely heavy, and soon wear out 

the tracks ; but an average speed of 
sixty miles an hour, evoil for long 

runs, is entirely feasible. At Rome 

points the speed of •• The Flying 

Dutchman" is even greater than 
that.

It is stated that 
the father of the girl, who lives about 
a mile I his side of Guysboro, came in- 
to town on Saturday, leaving at home 
the deceased, his wife, who was the 
girl's Stepmother, and sonic younger 
children. On returning in the oven 
ing. he learned that his wife had gone 
to town shortly after he did. and had" 
not yet returned. He also discovered 
Ada lying in the house, suffering terri- 
bly from wounds apparently inflicted 
with an axe. Tho following morning 
the victim died. A Coroner's inquest 
was In Id on the remains, when evi- 
dence was adduced showing that the 
deed had boon committed by a five- 
year old daughter of Bayard. The lit 

tie girl, it was testified, had, after the 
mother's departure for Cuysboro, 
locked herself in the house with her 
deaf, dumb and blind sister and then 
perpetrated the crime. There is an 
impression, however, among Bayard's 
neighbors and many who heard the 
evidence given at the inquest, that the 
little girl was not tho one who earn 
milled the crime. 

The New York World, of August, 
10th t says that M there is an impres- 
sion among the Bayards' neighbors 
and many who heard the evidence 
given at the inquest, that the little 
girl was not the one who committed 
the murder. It is said thai the family 
refuse to allow a searching examina- 
tion of the remains to be made by a 
physician, and that a man who has 
been intimate with tho family, and 
particularly with the uufortunate 
girl, is unaccountably missing.
